DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant by incorporating the allowable subject matter as indicated in the last 
Office Action, mailed 4/14/2009 in the independent claim 1, place the application in 
allowable condition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-4, 6-7 and 11-19, renumbered as claims 1-14 are allowed. 
Claims 2, 5 and 8-10 have been canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fails to anticipate or fairly suggest, an industrial truck with at least one 
screen located in the vicinity of the driver's seat, a first camera pointing toward the rear, 
and two additional cameras directed toward the rear of the industrial truck, the two 
additional cameras being spaced outwardly from the first camera on opposing sides of 
the first camera and each having a diagonally downward directed, wherein the first 
camera provides a view of a distant area and the two additional cameras provide a view 
of a near area behind the industrial truck, and more particularly; the image taken with 
the first camera and/or the image taken with the two additional cameras can be 
displayed on the screen using an image mixer by which the near area viewed by the 
first camera and the far area viewed by the two additional cameras can be displayed on 
the screen simultaneously, as specifies in independent claim 1. 

Claims 3-4, 6-7 and 11-19, renumbered as claims 2-14 are allowed by virtue of 
their dependency to allowable independent claim 1 .
